upto 20% of the face value of quota licences for S. No, 65(1-4)(v)(b)/V or Rs. 600 
whichever is higher, can be utilised for the import of the 13 Items mentioned 
therein, 

2 . At a result of certain representations received from the trade, the position 
has been reviewed and it has been decided to permit the import of these 13 items 
upto the full face value of quota licences issued during the current half year for 
S. No. 65(1-4) (v) (b)/V. 

3. It has also been decided to permit the Import of Condensers, Receivers, 
Compressors and Chillers only, specially designed for refrigeration and alr-condi- 
tioning industries upto the extent of 60% of the face value of quota licences issued 
for ‘Parts of Refrigeration and Air-conditioning machinery other than domestic 
refrigerators [S, No. 66 ( 6 ) (ii)/V], during the current half year, 

4. Quota licences already Issued for these items need not be presented to the 
licensing authorities concerned for amendment but clearance will be allowed by 
customs on the authority of thl.s Public Notice 


ORDER 

Import Trade Control

No. 10/58.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 3 
of the Imports and Esmorts (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as in force In India 
and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following further amendment in the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, published 
with the Order of the Government of India in the, Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry No. 17/55, dated the 7th December 1965, namely:— 

In the said Order for sub-clause (j) o’ clause 11, the foUowing sub-clause shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

“(j) by or on behalf of Diplomatic personnel. Consular Officers and Trade 
Commissioners In India who are exempt from payment of customs 
duty under Notification No. 3 dated the 8 th January 1957 of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Revenue)’’.
